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DETAILED ACTION 

Application 10/577,569 (02/27/2008) is a national stage entry of 
PCT/EP04/12230 (10/28/2004) and claims foreign priority to GERMANY 
102004014828.7 (03/24/2004) and GERMANY 10351301.9 (10/31/2003) per 35 USC 
371. Claims 1 to 31 are pending. 

REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of 
the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are 
claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. See 37 CFR 
1 .475(e). 

When Claims Are Directed to Multiple Categories of Inventions: 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.475(b), a national stage application containing claims to 
different categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the 
claims are drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; or 

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, 
and a use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the 
said process; or 
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(5)A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, 
and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said process. 

Otherwise, unity of invention might not be present. See 37 CFR 1 .475(c). 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. This application contains 
the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. In accordance with 37 CFR 
1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which 
the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1 to 27 are drawn to a pharmaceutical active-ingredient- 
containing formulation. 

Group II, claim 28 to 30 are drawn to a aqueous dispersion for the preparation of 
a coating. 

Group III, claim 31 is drawn to a process for the preparation of a pharmaceutical 
active-ingredient-containing formulation . 

2. As set forth in Rule 13.1 of the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT), "the 
international application shall relate to one invention only or to a group of inventions so 
linked as to forma single general inventive concept." Moreover, as stated in PCT rule 
13.2, "Where a group of inventions is claimed in one and the same international 
application, the requirement of unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled 
only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or 
more of the same or corresponding special technical features." Furthermore, Rule 13.2 
defines "special technical features" as "those technical features that define a 
contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over 
the prior art" 

3. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. 
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The special technical feature of Group I is the oral pharmaceutical formulation 
comprising an active ingredient coated with a film-forming polymer which is comprised 
of two separating agents and no stabilizer. The oral pharmaceutical formulation 
comprising an active ingredient coated with a film-forming polymer which is comprised 
of two separating agents and no stabilizer of claim 1 does not present a contribution 
over the prior art. As disclosed in US patent application publication 2003/0133983 the 
oral pharmaceutical formulation comprising an active ingredient coated with a film- 
forming polymer which is comprised of two separating agents and no stabilizer of instant 
claim 1 is not novel. As such, Group I does not share a special technical feature with 
the instant claims of Group(s) ll-lll. Therefore, the claims are not so linked with the 
meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 so as to form a single inventive concept, and unity between 
Groups l-lll is lacking. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

5. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
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commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 

Election of Species 

6. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

7. The applicant must elect the following species: 

• One specific pharmaceutical active-ingredient formulation such that the 
pharmaceutical active-ingredient formulation reads on one species. Applicant must 
elect one pharmaceutical active-ingredient formulation including: 

o One specific separating agent that floats in pure water, 
o One specific separating agent that sinks in pure water, 
o One specific film forming polymer, 

• If applicant elects a compound it would be helpful to include in the election any 
known trade names of the compound and the common name. Applicant is also 
reminded that a disclosed species must be elected otherwise claims limited to the 
elected subject matter may be considered new matter. 

Specifically, Applicant is required , in reply to this action, to elect a single species 
to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also 
identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently 
added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
one specific separating agent that floats in pure water, one specific separating agent 
that sinks in pure water, and one specific film forming polymer, for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. Currently, all claims are generic. 

8. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

9. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding technical feature for the following reasons: As discussed supra. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of species to be examined even though the requirement may 
be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the 
elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the election of species requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at 
the time of election in order to be considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the 
requirement will result in the loss of right to petition under 37 CFR 1.144. If claims are 
added after the election, applicant must indicate which of these claims are readable on 
the elected species. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
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case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the species unpatentable over the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other species. 

Upon allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all 
the limitation of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are 
added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected 
species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

10. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

11. A telephone call was made to Attorney Licata on 08/1 1/2009 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
